Editoi —The announcement of the 


making of 12,000 pound* ,of beet sugar at 
Portland appears to liavD eNcited a great 
interest throughout the State to learn deh- 
nifly of the success of sugar beet raising 
in IIH part ol{ our country. We know that 
thc experiment this year has been conduct- 
ed under some unfavorable circumstances 
and we may not be able to determine from 
thc results the exact chance of success for 
the future, but we hope that sufficient data 
have been obtained to induce our farmers 
to Cultivate largely the new industry. 


For more reasons than one we hope ftr 


the success of the sugar beet raiding pro- 
ject in our State 
If it succeeds we shall 


not see 
drovea of 
lean cattle driven 


through our streets to be fattened in the 
oth|er States, for they will be fully devel- 
oped on the pulp of the sugar beef 
If it 


succeeds our wheat ral-Ing efforts will be 
attended with far greater chances of sue 
cess,-as the planting of wheat Is followed 
With excellent results after a crop of beets 
If it succeeds we shall free oursehes from 
the exactions of the rascally sugar refiners, 
wtoby their adulterations have driven 
from the manufacture honest men like the 
Stuarts of New York, and compelled the 
law-abiding reflnerslike those of East Bos 
ton, et als , to close tip their works 


The sugar combination of capital, which 


speculates on the very life blood of the na- 
tion [for we regard sugar as one of the ne- 
cessities of civilized life] should meet wfth 
the «tern condemnation of the people, for 
whoever adulterates and deteriorates an ar- 
ticle of food for the purpose of pecuniary 
ga n, must be rega ded in the light of a 
public poisoner, and should be treated ac. 
cordmgly. 


To favor the propostlon of sugar beet 


raising in^this State, the Legislature two or 
more years ago passed an act awarding for 
a term of ten years a ftounty of one cent. 
per pound on all beet sugar made m this 
State from native beets, said bounty not to 
exceed seven thousand dollars a year, and 
to be awarded under certain restrictions as 
to time. How much will be required this 
year we are not informed, but Infer it will 
no exceed three thousand dollars; neither 
are we Informed as to the amount of mate- 
rial raised for the making of sugar; bat we 
learn incidentally that there are yet in 
Aroostook county 400 tons of the undrled 
root awaiting transportation to the factory 
at Portland. /This quantity of beets would 
indicate that the planting of the sugar 
beets In that part of the State has met with 
success and all that Is now wanting[ia a 
markef-for the material. If the quantity 
per acre yields 12 of 15 tons and the per- 
centage of sugar amounts to eight or ten 
parts, we ma> then look upon Mie project 
of sugar beet raising as an accomplished 
fact.' We await the publication of the facts 
in this culture with a good deal of Interest 


Our high latitude presents no eerioup ob- 


stacle to sugar beet raising, for It meets 
with success in Xorwayand Sweden.whtch 
countries lie far to thc north of us. The 
root requires for Its development two es- 
pecial conditions—wet Springs and a dry 
Atguat—and these may be reckoned on 
wi-Ji certainty In thla State. It does not 
exhaust the soil, but derives most of the 
saccharine matter from the air. therefore 
with proper dressing and substitution of 
alternate crops, may be raised without de- 
stroying the elements of fertility of the 
sol. 


Sugar making from this vegetable it* con- 


do cted on a vaet scale la Europe and quite 
reaches a million of tons. In France there 
are 600 hand»a'factories,'iln
